This decision is in response to the "Petition Under CFR 1 . 1 82," filed on 06 May 201 0 to 
correct PCT serial number from the electronic entry of PCTAVO05/96841 to 
PCT/EP2005/051424.

In a telephone conversation from this Office on 05 May 2010, Mr. Milef stated that 
applicants had to submit a petition under 37 CFR 1. 182 with respect to correcting the 
referenced PCT number. 

On 06 May 2010, petitioner filed a petition under 37 CRF 1.182 with a copy of the return 

stamped postcard by the USPTO indicating a date receipt of 06 October 2006 of the original 
petition. The petition states that at the time of filing the application, the petitioner made a 
typographical error, and the correct PCT number is PCT/EP2005/051424. 



Petitioner entered the incorrect PCT serial number at the time of electronically filing the 
application, PCTAVOO 5/96841, was inadvertently entered into EFS-Web . Petitioner, however, 
did provide the correct copy of the international application number PCT/EP2005/051424. 
Accordingly, there is sufficient evidence that the correct international application PCT number is 
PCT/EP2005/051424. 

Therefore, the petition to accept the correct PCT number of PCT/EP2005/051424 for the 
instant application is granted, and will be reflected in a corrected filing receipt.
